Shows Good Faith 


The School Committee acted wisely in lopping off a few 
thousand dollars from its budget, at the suggestion of the 
Finance Committee. 

The amount was $4,000 and it came from the fuel bud- 
get item, which had all the appearances of being ‘‘fat’’. 

But from whatever item the reduction came, it made 
sense to follow the recommendation of the Finance Group. 

All over the state, probably across the nation, there is 
a head-on clash between school committees and other 
municipal agencies such as the finance committee. And 
many private citizens are beginning to take sides in this 
dispute, with the feeling that school committees may be 
abusing their power to require appropriations. 

Thus it can do no harm for the School Committee to 
indicate that it will cooperate, to the extent of its ability, 
with the rest of the town in keeping appropriations as low 
as possible. 

Failure to do this would, in our opinion, only further 
harden the resolution of those who would strip school 
committees of their authority, and serve no really useful 
purpose educationally. 

Perhaps if there was more cooperation of this sort 
between school committees and other agencies of govern- 
ment, in all our communities, there would be less argu- 
ment, less time spent on attempting to define areas of 
authority, and more emphasis placed on good education. 


Issue Begs For Decision 


Much is now being said about tennis courts — by pro- 
ponents of the article that would have two courts con- 
structed and by those who would have a little more study 
of the problem before final action. 

Being against tennis courts, for the direct benefit of 
the town’s younger set, is something like being against 
motherhood and for sin. After all, where is there a person 
who doesn’t wish to help provide recreation for the young 
people; who would stand in the way of a project designed 
to give the community’s boys and girls a chance for whole- 
some recreation? 

Thus those who believe that the subject requires further 
study are sticking their collective necks way out, with 
the chance that the axe of public opinion may fall sharp- 
ly. 

In this discussion, we see a basic issue that cries for 
attention. Perhaps it even should be answered before 
action is taken on tennis courts, 

How much recreation should the town provide, and how 
much of the town’s tax dollar should be spent for it? 

We'd be better off to decide how far we want to go with 
recreation, and how much we can spend for it, before we 
vote on various aspects of a recreation program. Having 
made up our minds about the extent of the program, we 
can better discuss its ingredients. 


Home Rule Is The Issue 


Town Manager Thomas E. Duff's strong stand for con- 
tinued home rule is admirable. 

He has, as news stories in this issue indicate, opposed 
the civil service request for employees of the Department 
of Public Works and Cemeteries, and the police officers’ 
minimum wage proposition. 

We are not discussing the merits of either of these re- 
quests when we commend the manager for stressing the 
need for home rule, For this is a subject that needs to 
be stressed continually, in the face of countless bills in 
the Legislature that would whittle away municipal autho- 
rity still further. 

The manager may be right, or wrong, as far as the end 
result of his recommendations is concerned, but his rea- 
sons for opposing these two requests are valid, 

If all towns and cities allow the Legislature to con- 
tinue setting local policy, in salaries and wages, in job 
classifications and many other ways, we will have pre- 
cious little left for the voters to do when they assemble at 
town meeting. 

Thus we wish to publicly congratulate Tom Duff for his 
forthright defense of home rule, If this has injured any 
particular cause, espoused by members of town depart- 
ments, perhaps the defense of home rule is the more im- 
portant issue, above and beyond the interests of those who 
seek special consideration via the Legislative route.
